3. Therefore, in the 5nterest of security and clarity, the Staff of the 
National Security Council has prepared separate reports to the National Secur- 
ity Council designed to achieve each of the above purposes* This report deals

4* The enclosed draft directive to the Director of Central Intelligence 

is believed to be appropriate and adequate action with reference to covert 
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psychological operations abroad. This directive is so designed as to accomp- 
the following desirable ends* 

ja. It specifies the reason and the authority for tho Council** 
action; 

b* It grants sufficient authority to the Contral Intelligence 
agency, while ~ 
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o* k t the same time it ensure* that CIA. will conduct such opera- 
tion* in a manner consistent with our foreign policy and subject to 
coordination with overt foreign informational activities as envisaged 
by NSC . 

fi- It does not embarrass any executive department by official 
contact with such operations*

approve and issue the enclosed directive to the Director of Central In- 
telligence*

cluded in its normal activities and are also consistent with U, S* 
foreign policy, provided that these operations are closely coordi-
